Applicants appreciate the opportunity granted by the Examiner for applicants' to respond 
to obviousness-type double patenting rejection set forth in paragraph nos. 3-4 of the Office 
Action (paper 15) mailed April 10, 2001. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 17, 18, 20 and 21 under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 2, 4-13, 15, 16 and 21 
of copending Application No. 08/899,410. The Examiner has stated that although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentabiy distinct from each other because the claims 
recited in the present patent application are recited broadly enough to include or encompass that 
which is recited in related patent application serial number 08/899,410.
